Rachel Fortie Giles was born 
in Alchewmore, Lancashire, Eng- 
land, April 19, 1850. Marly in life 
she was left fatherless, so it be- 
‘came her duty to help support the 
large family by working in the silk 
mills. The family joined the L. D. 
S. church and the mother and the 
younger children sailed for Am- 
erica, arriving in Utah in 1862. 

She married Alexander Fortie in 
the old Endowment House in Salt 
Lake City December 31, 1868. They 
moved to Wanship where Mr. For- 
tie worked on the railroad in Echo 
canyon. Later they came to Heber 
City, where Mr. Fortie erected 
many of the substantial buildings 
of the town especially the Wasatch 
stake tabernacle of which he was 
the architect and under his direc- 
tion and supervision it was con- 
structed. Mr. Fortie passed away 
April 23, 1890, leaving his wife and 
three children. In March 1893, she 
married Wm, M. Giles, a widower 
with a family of ten children, eight 
of them living home, They raised
